There 
is, for example, the very real problem of the proper relation 
of the proposed body of Lutherans in Western Canada to 
Lutherans in Eastern Canada. A related problem is the re- 
lation of the ministerium of this proposed ‘Church to that of 
the general bodies of which the Canadian administrative 
units are now members. Another problem is that some feel 
that there must be agreement on such a theological state- 
ment as the United Testimony, while others are of the o- 
pinion that subscription to the historic confessional writings 
of the Lutheran Church is sufficient. 

None of these problems was considered insurmountable, 
as is evidenced by the fact that plans were made for a con- 
tinuation of such exploratory discussions in the near future. 


LOST BY TRANSFER—AN OPEN LETTER 
TO MY PASTOR 


(A letter from a reader.) 
Dear Pastor: 

I have never written to you before—as a matter of fact, I 
suppose I have been one of your least articulate members. I 
probably would not be writing this now, except for the fact 
that, for the first time in my life, I have been reading the 
annual report of a congregation. To be truthful with you, it 
has been lying around the house quite some time, because 
I didn’t think that there could be too much in it of interest 
to me. But today I picked it up. It will interest you that I 
read it from cever to cover. But one sentence in particular 
stuck in my mind. I have thought about it again and again. 
It was this one, from the pastor’s report: “lost by transfer, 
48: net gain, 5.” Net gain of 5 in spite of all those gained 
through baptism and confirmation and other means. 

This sentence has so stuck in my mind, Pastor, because I 
know that on next year’s report my family and I will be one 
of the statistical “lost by transfer.” And I remember the 
many many hours you spent with us, urging us first to seek 
the church of God, then instructing us, and the further 
hours you have spent on us on various occasions. And I 
wonder if sometimes you grow discouraged at having all 
these hours and all your labor so many times end in the 
sentence “lost by transfer.” And so for once I am taking it 
upon myself to tell you what is on my mind and in my 
heart. 

We have perhaps not given the impression of being very 
good church members, and perhaps you have sighed over us as 
you considered us at times. We haven’t always been among 
the most active. Our small children have more than once 
prevented us from taking part in something that we had 
definitely planned on. Colds and coughs and sore throats can 
come at the most awkward times. We haven’t been among 
your largest contributors, nor have we served on the com- 
mittees. I haven’t told you even once that I enjoyed your 
sermon—for the good reason that many times I definitely 
did not “enjoy” it. Many times I have been made uncom- 
fortable and conscience-stricken. Many times you have 
spoken so directly to me that I could not tell you whether 
or not I did enjoy your sermon. Many times I have been 
filled with peace and joy and inspiration, but in such a case 
I have been completely unable to speak of it to you—to call 
a direct meeting with God a “good sermon” is sacrilege to me, 
though I can see now that I might have been selfish in keep- 
ing it all to myself. We have met God in the church and 
through your message. We have seen and heard and found 
the way of salvation. And lost by transfer though we may 
be, we will never again be really lost. 

And this is what I really want to tell you, Pastor. Don’t 
let the “net gain” discourage you. Perhaps it is the only way 
it is humanly possible to compile statistics. [Perhaps such 
statistics are necessary. But don’t fonget that God must have 
a different kind of bookkeeping. Don’t forget that we who 
are lost by transfer still are in the large sense a part of your 
net gain. When we move next month, please remember that. 
Transferred we are—, “lost” by transfer we are not; never 
again will we be lost. Wherever we may 60, what we re- 
ceived here will follow us, and, God helping us, we will al- 
ways in his kingdom be part of the “net gain.”

I remember a church in Iowa, now it would be con- 
sidered a small unpretentious church, but to me, a girl 
of ten, it was a large wonderful church especially after 
having Sunday morning worship in an old frame store- 
room, the new brick church with a real steeple, seemed 
really God’s house.

He had to hold his book close to his 
face to see to read, but oh how he could catch a fly that 
would bother him while he was preaching. I remember 
wondering how with just one swift move of his arm, he 
could see to catch a fly, when he could hardly see to 
read. 

I remember the wonderful Christmas tree every Christ- 
mas, Christmases that seemed so far apart then, but now 
come one after another, all too quickly. I remember the 
many candles on the tree, and how nervous I was, SO a- 
fraid that the tree would catch fire with all the fancy 
trimmings and cotton decorations. I remember our very 
able custodian, Mr. Mortensen, janitor he was called in 
those days, would stand by with a large bucket of water, 


and a sponge on a longe pole, quenching each little fire 
that started.

Another pastor that stands out in my memory was my 
confirmation pastor, Pastor Karsten Kristian Kloth. He 
stands out so vividly, not only because he was my con- 
firmation pastor, but being unmarried when he came, he 
stayed part of the time in our home. I remember going 
to confirmation class every Saturday for two years, 
then to Danish school every day all summer during va- 
cation. Today I am thankful to my parents for enforcing 
this, so I have a little knowledge of the Danish language.

Dr. S. E. Engstrom Dies at 48; 
Prominent as Augustana Leader 


Washington, D. C.—Dr. Sigfrid E. 
Engstrom of Minneapolis, director of 
the Board of American Missions of the 
Augustana Lutheran Church, and one 
of the outstanding leaders of Ameri- 
can Lutheranism, died suddenly here 
on April 28. Death was due to a heart 
attack. He was 48 years of age. 

Dr. Engstrom, attending the 85th an- 
nual convention of Augustana’s New 
York Conference, was stricken in his 
hotel room and. was rushed to the 
George Washington Hospital, where 
he died a few hours later. 

Head of Augustana’s home missions 


program for 16 years, Dr. Engstrom 
had long been a leading figure in in- 
tersynodical and interdenominational 
activities. He was the last president. of 
the former American Lutheran Con- 
ference and was active on numerous 
committees of the National Lutheran 
Council, National Council of Churches, 
Lutheran World Federation and World 
Council of Churches. For many ‘years 
he directed Augustana’s efforts in Lu- 
theran World Action. 


On Wednesday, April 27, Dr. Eng- 
strom had participated vigorously in a 
discussion of the Lutheran unity move- 
ment, with which he was prominently 
identified. At that time he said he 
“didn’t feel quite up to par.” He re- 
mained at his hotel during the evening 
but appeared at sessions on Thursday 
and seemed to ibe in good health and

spirits. However, he again decided to 
remain at his hotel for the evening and 
was there when the seizures began 
that led to his death.

AGRICULTURAL MISSIONARIES 

When Victor Buck went as an agri- 
cultural missionary to the Belgian 
Congo, he found there only six main 
food crops. He spent each furlough 
visiting the various countries in the 
tropics. As a result he has introduced 
thirty new food plants into the Bel- 
gian Congo, and thus has changed the 
health and conditions along with their 
religious life. 

James A. Hunter was for a long 
time a famous agricultural missionary 
in North China. He was released by 
his mission board to work for the 
“Joint Commission on Rural Recon- 
struction” on Formosa. During the last 
three years Formosa has inaugurated 
a “Land Reform” program. Over 
120,000 tenant families have been 
helped to buy farms. The one-year 
oral lease has been changed to a six- 
year written lease. Rent has been re- 
duced from 50 per cent to 37 per cent 
of the crop. 

Miss Helen Fehr of Indiana was sent 
to India to teach in a girl’s high school. 
She soon discovered that three-fourths 
of the population there lived by agri- 
culture and village crafts. To them she 
dedicated her life and moved out 70 
miles from the railroad to do village 
work. 

She has built her Gospel around the 
daily life in the village home. The 
villages in her area have become 
Christian. But she must return to A- 
merica on account of a health situa- 
tion. Someone is needed to take her 
place. Agricultural Missions, Inc., 156 
Fifth Avenue, New York, is recruiting 
American young people for such work. 

The average American County has a 
dozen graduates in agriculture work- 
ing in it. Oriente Province in East 
Cuba. has 800,000 people and only two 
agricultural graduates. One of these is 
an agricultural missionary who runs a 
farm school supported by this mission 
board. The churches need a thousand 
more agricultural missionaries like 
Richard Milk who runs this school. 


The agricultural missionaries in An- 
gola, Southwest Africa, conduct “Mov- 
able schools.” In addition to teaching, 
preaching and healing, they help vil- 
lages get a water supply, build an 
oven for making brick and tile, pur- 
chase a “village plow” cooperatively, 
and put glass windows in the houses. 

Only one per cent of the Japanese 
rural communities have a church. 
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There are only about 200 churches 
“out at tthe grass roots” in Japan. One 
of these churches, at Imorino, serves 
twelve surrounding villages because 
some church in America sent their 
missionary there a station wagon. It 
is used to take laymen out to conduct 
meetings in farm homes. 

Over a hundred agricultural mis- 
sionaries are making a unique contri- 
bution to the fifty under-developed 
countries of the world. Agricultural 
Missions, ,Inc., at 156 Fifth Avenue 
New York, has prepared a new bul- 
letin on their work which is being sent 
free upon request. 


150-YEAR-OLD PARSONAGE 

A young minister refused a call to a 
certain church because he didn’t want 
his wife to live in the old inconven- 
ient parsonage. 

“That parsonage has fbeen just ex- 
actly like that for 150 years” said one 
of the laymen,” and no one has ever 
complained about it before.” 

The Rural Department, Drew Semi- 
nary, Madison, New Jersey, has made 
a study of 1171 parsonages in 43 states. 

This study entitled “The Home of 
the ‘Rural Pastor” gives the “Standard 
Equipment” which every parsonage 
needs. It is being distributed at cost 
(40c).

Now it is Communist China, and that alters 
the picture. The secret of future success in the East is a bet- 
ter understanding.

These men in the State Department always impress the 
thoughtful visitor as conscientious, high-minded Christians 
who are tackling a hard job with deep consecration. 


Rev. Francis B. Sayre, Dean of The Washington Cathedral, 
and Rev. Joseph R. Sizoo, Head of the Department of Re- 
ligion, George Washington University, Washington, are both 
absolutely convinced that the revival we have been looking 
for is here. Mr. Sizoo wished the Church would pay more 
attention to college students. Of course, he said, there are 
professors whose heads are still bandaged in haloes of de- 
grees, but those are not the ones to whom the students 
flock. They go to those who will help them. They want to 
know the meaning of life. What are we here for? What is 
the use of playing the game unless we know where the goal 
posts are? Twenty years ago a university student would not 
be found dead with a Bilble. Now they want to know what 
answers the Bible has to their questions. 


The Hope of Peace 


(Mr. Sayre carries a punch in every word he says. He warn- 
ed that there was not enough “Cross” in the resurgence. “It 
is my opinion,” he said, “that at the zenith of McCarthy’s 
power there was a greater threat to our religion than Com- 
munism.” 


He declared that God’s judgment is embodied in law and 
McCarthy challenged God’s judgment ‘by presuming to put 
it into private hands. It was the Churches protesting against 
the ministers being called Communists that broke the Mc- 
Carthy movement. 


Mr. Sayre quoted Sir Winston Churchill, “The hope of 
peace is that peace will be the sturdy child of mutual ter- 
ror.” Faith is the opposite of terror, and if terror is the most 
widespread thing in the world, it constitutes a great chal- 
lenge to our faith. Faith is the only thing in the world that 
can overcome terror. 


It was significant that a number of the editors, whose 
duty it is not only to report but to direct trends, should 
have placed a good deal of emphasis on theology. Mr. Peter 
Day, who has made quite a success of brief but illuminating 
theological articles in “The Living Church,” of which he is 
editor, said that “The Church paper has the task of making 
the world conscious of the Church.” “The laymen,” he said, 
“prefer the theological and Biblical approach better than the 
clergy.” “Our job,” he added, “is to unsettle people.” 


Interest in Theology 


Dr. John W. Bradbury of “The Watchman-Examiner,” a 
paper which is quite conservative in its point of view, said 
there was a renewed interest in theology today. Asked if a 
religious paper should enter a theological controversy, he 
said it is the editor’s duty to set a high standard even if it is 
controversial. 

We have always held it as a strong conviction that the 
Church paper should be a crusading organ. This view was 
given support by a description by Mr. John Marvin, Editor 
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of “The Michigan Christian Advocate,” of the campaign he 
carried on to prevent the election of a “little McCarthy” in 
Michigan. The paper opposed this man because of his stand 
on gambling and bingo. A strong, vigorous campaign was re- 
sponsible for the defeat of the candidate. 

For those of us from Canada who went through the 
Church Union debate leading up to 1925, the experiences re- 
counted by Dr. Aubrey N. Brown, Editor of “The Presby- 
terian Outlook,” rang a familiar bell. In the U.S. the three 
Presbyterian bodies are moving towards Union, But the vote 
of the Presbyteries in the Southern Church was not suft- 
ficiently large. There was the appeal to prejudice, delaying 
tactics, misrepresentation. They are thinking now of a mora- 
torium for a few years. If the moratorium follows the pat- 
tern of the one adopted by the Presbyterian Church in Can- 
ada in 1917 it will only play into the hands of the opposition. 

Prof. Roland E. Wolseley of the Syracuse School of Journ- 
alism, who is noted as a leading authority on typography, 
had examined carefully all the religious journals which 
were submitted to him. He found a great improvement over 
the last analysis several years ago. He had some valuable 
criticism. He thought the editorials as a whole were too 
sermonic, too platitudinous. “It is quite a safe thing,” he said,

The young people of our Church met in their ninth bien- 
nial convention held at Dana College, Blair, Nebr., April 
28th through Sunday morning May Ist. It was a fast moving 
convention with much inspirational coming to, and right 
spirited action taken by the 325 delegates, visitors and pas- 
tors in attendance at this convention. 


Our youth were receptive to the messages built around 
the convention theme, “More Than Conquerors.” Pleas came 
from all of the speakers that the only way for the youth of 
the world to be conquerors is by living in their baptismal 
covenant with a life dedicated to the One who loved us—- 
God, to the One who sacrificed for us—Christ, to the One 
who gives us strength—HOLY ‘SPIRIT, then and only then 
the message, “—in all these things we are more than con- 
querors through him who loved us,” the Apostle Paul writes 
in his letter to the Romans becomes real and living. 


This inspiration based on the Word of God led to action 
dedicated in the work of God’s Kingdom. The delegates went 
on record favoring a $4,500.00 foreign mission program for 
the next two jears.

With this in mind the convention accepted the recommenda- 
tion from the Youth Board that the synodical Church Coun- 
cil and the synodical convention to be held at Lynwood, 
Calif., be requested to call a full time youth director whose 
purpose it would be to represent our synced intersynodical 
youth work and who also would give his time in studying 
the overall youth program of our church. This met with much 
approval with many of the young people themselves express- 
ing a deep desire for such a person who would interest him- 
self in the young people of our church.

Don is a seminarian and will be serving as 
an interne at Trinity Lutheran Church, Norwalk, Calif., dur- 
ing the coming \year.
